Kumquats. 


"About the best thing Ihave ever got 


with’ kumquats has been the ‘following recipes 


relish, but I aw not sure every one 
can get the desired effect with it, for 
I have Bad some prepared by some 
one in the same way thet seemed much 
too watery. The Chinese model is a4 
good one, and that product is not 
hard to procure, 

Pick over kumquats, reject any that 
contain soft spots. In order to dis 
cover the soft spots the surface of 
each fruit must be carefully explored 
with the fingers. Wash the fruit weil, 
and drain, then cover it with cold 
water, put On the stove, and after the 
water once bolls let it do so for five 
minutes, but not violently. Boil the 
fruit thus, starting with the cold wa- 
ter to cover, three different times, 
each time, and boiling each 
time for five minutés. Violent or hard 
boiling will break the fruit and have 
other undesirable effects. 

For the fruit, well drained after the 
last boiling, make a sirup of one cup 
of sugar to one and a half cups of 
water. Put the prepared fruit into 
this sirup, and cook the whole until 
the sirup is rather thick, Made thus, 
and so the kumquats are almost.

Needed to Start 


Crops for Spring 

BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
Gardening under glass is a fasci 
nating ‘phase of early spring gérden 
work that many modern city vegetable 
growers miss becatise they neglect to 


{build a hotbed or object to giving the 


necessary space on their small sized 


starting the earliest 
crops to get ahead of the season a 
few weeks and then tear out the hot- 
bed frame, level the soil, and use the 
spot in growing late crops. 
: Much work can be avoided by buy- 
ing standard size sashes, 3 by 6 feet, 
to cover the beds. If beds are built 
in odd shaped corners glass substitutes 
may be used and home made sashes 
used instead of the standard sashes. 
In using standard sashes dig a hole in 
the ground 6 feet wide and 3, 6, 9% or 


12 feet long, depending upon the 
length of bed needed, and a foot and
